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PG&E Shows 


‘High Line’ 


Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
Tuesday unveiled a model 
showing the location of their 
proposed 220,000 volt “feeder 
line” to serve Stanford’s linear 
acelerator. 

The model, on display at 
company headquarters at 308 
Bradford St. in Redwood City, 
is the first to depict the actual 
line which has been chosen. 

It will be shown at next 
Thursday’s meeting of the 
Woodside Planning Commis- 
sion when the company’s ap- 
plication for a use permit for 
the spur line will be consid- 
ered in a public hearing ses- 
sion. 

A spokesman for PG&E said 
the requested permit involves 
3500 feet of the line running 
through Woodside between La 
Honda and Portola Roads. He 
added that according to tenta- 
tive engineering studies, two 
steel towers will be located 
along this section. 

Total length of the spur line 
is 5.3 miles, of which some 
three miles are located on Stan- 
land. The company 
spokesman said tentative engi- 
neering studies show the line’s 
towers ranging from 95 to 145 
feet in height. 

PG&E filed an application 
yesterday for a use permit cov- 
ering the county portion of the 
line. It’s expected the San Ma- 
teo County Planning Commis- 
sion will consider it during a 
public hearing on July 10. 

According to the model, 
which spokesmen for the 
utility company describe as 
accurate, the line will not 
come within less than 300 to 
400 feet of existing homes. 

It will extend from the com- 
pany’s “Jefferson-Monta Vista 
loop” to the linear accelerator 

site by a route roughly paral- 
leling Alembique Creek and 
entering Stanford land near 
the western extremity of the 
Searsville Lake swamp. From 
there, it will be routed around 
the southern and eastern sides 
of the lake to the accelerator. 

The feeder joins the main 
power line near a Federal Avi- 
ation Agency station at the 
crest of a hill between Sky- 
londa and Skeggs Point. 

It crosses a large parcel of 
property owned by Martin 
Wunderlich, which is undevel- 
oped property when it nears 
Portola Road. 

The spokesman said that 
considerable study had gone 
into the routing of the line, 
so few if any trees will have 
to be cut and also the line 
will be invisible for most of 
its length from most points 
of view. 

He added that Stanford Uni- 
versity workers set up balloons 
which would duplicate the 
height of the towers, so that

The model, constructed on a 
one-inch to 200 foot scale, 
shows the line and the country 
through which it will pass in 
life-like detail. Existing build- 
ings are also included.

Firemen Issue Annual Word 
Of Caution About Fireworks 


“Safe and sane” fireworks 
for the coming Fourth of July 
celebration are available in the 
Menlo Park Fire District. But 
even these can be dangerous if 
not properly handled. 

So warned Fire Marshal Cap- 
tain Dan Hollywood this week. 
And he appended the addition- 
al observation that all explosive 
and flame-throwing types of 
fireworks, such as fire crack- 
ers, rockets and Roman can- 
dles, are illegal and persons 
Possessing or selling them are 
liable to prosecution. 

Probably the most popular 
“safe” type of fireworks is the 
sparkler, Capt. Hollywood not- 
ed. But even it can cause trou- 
ble, usually when it literally 
“gets out of hand.” 

Sparklers may make a fine 
display when tossed into the 
air, he said, but they can ig- 
nite dry grass or other com- 
bustibles when they come 
back down.

School Trustees Okay Survey 
Of Textbook Readability Here 


all about, Menlo Park School 
District trustees Tuesday okay- 
ed a project to establish “read- 
ability formulae” for textbooks. 

The task will be undertaken 
this summer by district teach- 
ers. 

It’s made necessary, District 
Curriculum Director William 
Fisher declared, because text- 
book publishers and state de- 
partment of education workers 
don’t always put out books 
which are appropriate to the 
grade level for which they are 
announced to be. 

Not only that, children in a 
given classroom might not all 
read at the same level of effi- 
ciency and understanding. 

Fisher opened his report 
with a recitation of the his- 
of efforts to establish 
“readability levels,” includ- 
ing one such study the result 
of which “proved that Har- 
vard students read at the 
level of sixth grade stu- 
dents.”

may be easy to read, but the 
concepts and ideas difficult to 
grasp for youngsters, because 
they lack experience. 

District Superintedent 
Franklyn White agreed. He 
said he knew of a case where 
a “gifted reader” in the sixth 
grade was given one of Charles 
Dickens’ books to study. 

“He read the book all right 
as far as the words were con- 
cerned, but I doubt if he got 
as much as he should have got- 
ten out of it, because he didn’t 
have an understanding of the 
age and conditions it portray- 
ed,’ White observed. 

Fisher summarized the pur- 
pose of establishing ‘“reada- 
bility levels”: 

“Readability refers to ease 
of understanding; possession of 
qualities favorable to success- 
ful reading by students for 
whom the material is intended 
an dadjustment of the printed 
material to reading ability,” he 
said. 

“A text designed for the ‘me- 
dian student’ is frustrating to 
the below-average and lacking 
in challenge to the above aver- 
age.” 

The Menlo Park disirict 
has used several texts at each 
grade level for the past sev- 
eral years, in response to 
this fact. 

Fisher added that publishers 
—including the state—usually 
grade books on the basis of the 
opinion of the author, or pub- 
lisher, an dthat these people 
sometimes are out of touch 
with school pupils as a class. 

At the end of the report, 
board members agreed that 
when the study is completed, 
its results should be made 
known to the largest possible 
number of educators who are 
willing to pay for its reproduc- 
tion. They suggested that the 
state be contacted as a source 
of revenue for such reproduc- 
tion of the study’s results.

The shift in policy of the 
National i: for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple toward more militant ac- 
tion in seeking job and hous- 
ing equality became evident 
suddenly at the local level 
Tuesday night. 

The South San Mateo County 
chapter of the NAACP, meet- 
ing in Kavanaugh School multi- 
use room in East Palo Alto, de- 
cided on action that could 
lead to picketing, boycott and 
selective buying procedures in 
this area. 

The formation of three ac- 
tion committees — for hous- 
ing, employment and educa- 
tion — was announced. And 
following the regular meet- 
ing, the table where commit 
tee signups were taken was 
crowded. 

The speakers were Ken 
Washington, chapter president; 
John Howard, representing 
CORE (Congress of Racial 
Equality); H. E. (Dutch) Dre- 
mann, chapter member; Ed- 
ward Becks, assistant to the 
chapter president, and Charles 
Booker, a former classmate of 
slain Mississippi integration 
leader Medgar Evers. 

A bi-racial audience of per- 
haps 75 persons attended the 
general chapter meeting. 

Washington introduced the 
speakers, beginning with Book- 
er, who told of his efforts to 
find work in San Francisco af- 
ter coming here from Missis- 
sippi where he taught school. 

Howard said he didn’t want 
to try to describe the diffi- 
culties of a Negro who tries 
to get a job or a home in the 
neighborhood where he de- 
sires to live. 

“You could tell me about 
your experiences,” 
“Probably all Negros have en- 
countered them.” 

He did.stress that jobs and 
housing were the two major 
problems faced in the north

And of 
these two, the job situation is 
the most critical, he said. 

Then Dremann described the 
beginning steps which may 
lead to more militant NAACP 
activity here in the field of job 
procurement.

- Menlo Park School District 
In Serious Trouble 


Menlo Park School District’s financial plight is any- 
thing but funny. 

In just 10 days, in accordance with the state law, the 
district’s tax rate will be dropped to 90 cents per $100 
assessed valuation —a figure too low to finance the oper- 
ation of any reasonable, modern school system. 

There are those who will indifferently say that this is 
all right, that the school board and administration need to 
be “scared” once in a while, to keep them alert. There are 
others who regard re-establishment of the school tax rate at 
$2.16 per $100 assessed valuation —as approved by the 
voters April 16, in the election subsequently declared illegal 
— as automatic. 

Neither point of view is realistic. 

In regard to the first point of view: The Menlo Park 
School District board of trustees and administration has a 
long, good record of operation. At the end of each fiscal 
year the budgetary accounts are usually within fractions 
of percentages of estimates made at the beginning of each 
year. attesting to the close watch maintained on the dis- 
trict’s finances. 


In the present case, the county superintendent of 
schools has accepted the blame for the “minor technical 
error” which has resulted in the court’s invalidation of the 
April 16 election. Certainly the Menlo Park School District 
board and administration can’t be held culpable for a fault 
for which some body else accepts the blame. 

(We don’t like to have the county schools superinten- 
dent accept the blame, either. The reason somebody forgot 
to have proper legal notice of the election published was 
more due, we think, to the complicated legal requirements 
which forever confront and confuse educator, than to any 
individual’s stupdity or dereliction. ) 

In regard to the second point: It has been demon- 
strated time and again that public indifference plays into 
the hands of the “automatic no” voters. 

The Menlo Park School District has approximately 
1000 of these people; it takes at least that many “yes” votes, 
even in an uncontested election, to get a simple majority 
for anything, no matter how reasonable or constructive. 

A majority of the voters okayed the $2.16 rate last 
April. Those “yes” voters might all have to go to the polls 
against to assure that that rate will become the official one. 

And who loses, if through indifference or a misplaced 
urge to “punish somebody” we allow the 90 cent permissive 
tax rate set as the maximum by state law, to remain the 
prevailing rate for the next school year? The youngsters, 
of course. And they can’t vote. 


Advice to Students: 
Keep at It 


School’s out, and at thousands of colleges and univer- 
sities and high schools across the land, millions of young 
people heard words of advice from older people who for 
some reason were judged qualified to’ intone words of wis- 
dom. 

We do not claim such qualification, but in keeping 
with the seasonal practice, we'd like to issue a few words 
to those who still have the option of whether to go on to 
another school for advanced training, or to quit school and 
go to work. 

Each individual, we think, should judge the alternatives 
for himself. 

Modern business and industrial practice makes it pos- 
sible for employees of some large firms to keep educating 
themselves not only in their specialty, but in general sub- 
jects as well. 

This may be satisfactory for some, and it has advant- 
ages in that your student is on a payroll while learning. He 
is therefore contributing to the economy, while enjoying 
professional growth. 

On the other hand, it’s pretty evident that, generally 
speaking, the better one’s background in his field, the 
more he can produce and the more likely he is to be able 
to enrich himself and, through the medium of new inven- 
tion or innovation, enrich mankind as well. 

It is true that the growiug complexity of our civiliza- 
tion demands more preparation in certain fields. In some, 
you're no longer useful as a beginner in the trade unless 
you've got an advanced college degree. But there’s also 
the point at which collecting advanced degrees becomes 
“professional scholarship” —a point at which the student 
has spent more time and money studying for something than 
he can give back to that field of endeavor in a reasonable 
time. 

Whatever way one does it, though, he should keep in 
mind that learning is a lifelong thing. Whether in formal 
classrooms or in a business office or shop, one can keep on 
absorbing new knowledge, gaining new interests, and broad- 
ening himself.

Truck Law Fiasco 
Not Thing of Past 


There’s a lull in activity aimed at getting Palo Alto 
and Menlo Park’s truck control ordinances modified. 

That’s because of a motor vehicle code requirement, 
calling for public hearings before the truck control ordi- 
nance can be enforced. 

But make no mistake: The truck control laws are stili 
with us; they're on the books and there appears to be slight 
reason to expect theyll be done away with, until strict 
enforcement shows that they are not workable. 

It’s only a matter of time; then we'll probably see more 
of the activity which prevailed earlier this month, as truck- 
ers obeyed the letter of the law and at the same time 
showed that it can create massive traffic problems. 


Affairs of State: 


Legislature in Fi 
Of Activ

The final days of the 1963 
session are upon us, and the 
resulting pressures are tremen- 
dous. 

Both houses stopped their 
clocks for a day to gain more 
time for action on their own 
bills, an old practice which hac 
almost disappeared in recent 
years. Senate ond Assembly 
files are jam-packed with each 
other’s measures. 

The last hours which will 
follow after you read this 
will see more than one iegis- 
lative drama climax in tense 
action. 

Final action on the $3.25 bil 
lion state budget for next year 
will probably be finished when 
this appears in print. Each 
house has passed its own ver 
sion, and a conference commit 
tee representing both will ham- 
mer out the differences be- 
tween them.

Seen Problem 


Within the next couple of 
months, Menlo Park citizens 
will begin enjoying the use of 
the newest unit in the civic cen- 
ter complex. It’s the communi- 
ty activities building and, as 
far as the tax bill is concerned, 
it isn’t costing anybody a cent. 

Bonds for the construction 
of the building are being paid 
for out of sales tax revenues. 
Police station and library con- 
struction bonds are also being 
paid for out of the saies tax 
kitty, and the cost of the orig- 
inal civic center purchase also 
is being met with these funds. 

Moreover, the city’s sales 
tax is partially used to keep 
property taxes down. After 
payment of outstanding bonds, 
40 per cent of the sales tax take 
is put into the general fund; 
60 per cent is used for “capi- 
tal outlay” projects. 


Total anticipated revenue 
from the sales tax for the 
1962-63 fiscal year has been 
estimated at mere than 
$300,000 — a tidy sum, con- 
sidering that the operating 
budget of the city is about 
$1,000,000 for the year, in 
round figures. 


Philosophies concerning use 
of the sales tax monies differ. 

Some suggest that all funds 
seo collected should be placed 
in the general fund, toe reduce 
taxes on real property. 

At the other extreme are 
those who feel that sales tax 
income is “gravy,” and should 
be expended as such for items 
which couldn’t be purchased 
out of current income. In oth- 
er words, spending the sales 
tax should be a matter of buy- 
ing capital improvements 
which can’t be described as ne- 
eessary to current operation. 

Menlo Park, it would seem, 
has worked out a sensible com- 
promise between these two 
points of view.

PROBLEMS SEEN 


Editor, the Recorder: 


Two months ago Mrs. Green of 1009 Middle Ave. 
applied for a permit for a day nursery school to handle 
thirty children. At that itme she told the neighbors she 
would withdraw if there was any opposition. The neigh- 
bors sent letters, a petition, and publicly voiced objections 
at the planning commission meetings, attending more con- 
sistently than the applicant. With very little questioning or 
discussion, the permit was approved. The neighbors then 
appealed the decision to the city council who will hear it 
on June 25. 

There are now more than one hundred property owners 
surrounding Mrs. Green who have signed a petition against 
the business she plans to operate. Some reasons are: 

Traffic — Middle is a main east-west road with its full 
traffic load now. Picking up and discharging that many 
children four times a day plus the teachers parking on 
Middle all day will be an added burden. 

There is no need for additional nursery schools in the 
west Menlo area at this time. According to Mr. Ironsides, 
city planner, there are already eleven schools here handling 
over three hundred pre-schoolers. San Mateo has eight by 
comparison. 

Such a school will not serve the neighborhood, because 
the area is composed of families with older or grown chil- 
dren. Thus, it will draw from elsewhere on the peninsula. 

The residential character of the neighborhood will 
undoubtedly change. In checking other areas where nursery 
schools are located, a pattern of gradual decline of property 
values emerges. This is something they learn to accept or 
move away. 

it has always been my understanding that laws are 
created for the benefit of the majority, not to protect the 
personal profit of a few. If the use permit law is so loose 
that the majority are not considered then it should be tight- 
ened. If the city requires so little from an applicant then 
every residential area becomes vulnerable to a conglome- 
ration of home businesses. 

It is hoped the permit will be denied and a Pandora’s 
box of future use permit ills remain closed.

Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company is using a helicopter 
in a new way in the construc- 
tion of high voltage electric 
transmissidn line crossing San 
Francisco Bay paralici to Dum- 
barton Bridge, S. L. Sibley, 
PG&E vice president and gen- 
eral manager, said today. 

Both men and equipment are 
being “leap froggea’ by heli- 
copter from tower to tower to 
hang insulators for the 230,000- 
vole line, which will extend 22 
miles from Newark Substation 
to San Mateo Substation. The 
helicopter and men also are 
collaborating to speed the 
stringing of the conductor. 

From Newark to Ravens- 
wood Point at the west end 
of Dumbarton Bridge, site of 
a future substation, the line 
will be of “bundled conduc- 
tor” construction, the first 
major application of its kind 
on the PG&E system. 

Bundled conductor consists 
of two electric cables support- 
ed on common _ insulators. 


| Thus, the transmission circuit 


will have six cables instead of 


| three. Each pair of conductors, 


although not in continuous 
physical contact, will interact 
electrically and function as one 
conductor. A bundled line can 
carry about twice 32s much 
power as a conventional line. 

Here’s how the helicopter 
“leap frogging” is working, as 
developed by PG&E’s general 
construction department: 

Construction material is 
stock-piled about every three 
miles along the route on 
levees in the bay. Two PG&E 
linemen are brought by the 
“chopper” from a_ staging 
area to a tower. They sit on 
each side of the pilot and are 
let off atop the tower one 
at a time as the pilot lands 
a runner on the structure. 
Then the ’copter brings in- 
sulators and tools in a sling. 
The pilot is directed by one 
of the linemen, on top of the 
tower, as the other hangs in- 
sulators. When the work is 
completed, the men are air- 
lifted to the top of the next 
tower. 

The helicopter simplifies the 
stringing of conductor by pull- 
ing a pilot cable which later is 
used by ground equipment to 
pull the heavy conductor into 
place on the towers. 

Sibley said the new heli- 
copter techniques also will 
be used in the construction of 
PG&E’s Monte Vista-Jeffer 
son (Skyline)  220,000-volt 
transmission line, keeping 
clearing of the right-of-way 
to a minimum. 

The 20-mile Monte Vista- 
Jefferson line will bring elec- 
trie power to Jefferson Substa- 
tion near Redwood City. 

A heavy duty helicopter 
was used to pour concrete foot- 
ings and carry structural steel | 
for six the towers on that line, | 
eliminating the need for access} 
roads to the tower sites.

Bettencourt, M-A Coach-of-Year, Devoted fo Improving Summer Youth Baseball 


In seeking the answer to why 
youth baseball has blossomed 
in both interest and ability in 
southern San Mateo County, 
just track down elusive, hard- 
working Menlo-Atherton coach 
Frank Bettencourt. 

Recently chosen South Pe- 
ninsula Athletic League Coach- 
of-th-eYear for the second time 
in seven years as Bear varsity 
honcho, Bettencourt finds his 
season is only half-gone when 
M-A diamond gear is packed 
away for another winter.

hasn’t missed a single summer 
since 1954, and has watched 
the Babe Ruth team number 
jump to 12, beside assuming 
the coaching duties of Menlo 
Park area’s only American 
Legion team five years ago.

n Grown Herbs 


(Rosmarinus officinalis) and 
Sage (Salvia officinalis) will 
all season a barbecued meat to 
perfection. 

Herbs can be grown from 
seedlings and they will do well 
in average soil, preferably al- 
kaline, in friable condition 
with manure worked into it. 
Water as you would annuals 
and fertilize with an organic 
or chemical fertilizer if they 
don’t do well. Trim them for 
better appearance. To dry for 
future use, cut the leaves just 
as the plants begin to bloom 
and dry in single layers in a 
warm, sun-free place until they 
are chip-dry. Strip the leaves 
and store them in closed con- 
tainers. If you dry seeds for 
future use, they’re ready when 
‘they turn brown or gray.
